S. D. (Doak) McMAHON 


It is with a feeling of sadness that 
we come now to chronicle the last 
to be recorded in the life of our 
close friend and p ioneer Hamlin mer­ 
chant, watchmaker and jeweler, S. 
D. (Doak) McMahon. We had known 
him every day since May 19 14. It 
is hard to realize that he will not be 
seen on our streets ag ain. But in our 
memory we shall long see his v ery 
walk and his quizical smiles and hear 
the chuckle so outstanding in his as­ 
sociations with his friends. Most of 
us just said “Doak” or “Mac” and 
enjoy ed his friendship as he went 
about his watchmaking and jewelry 
merchandising along with his faith­ 
ful wife all these y ears in Hamlin. 
The p icture above shows Mr. Mc­ 
Mahon in hU p rime, just as we saw 
him for many y ears. He was not 
only a p ioneer in Hamlin but was of 
a p rominent p ioneer Methodist fam­ 
ily of Tex as. Back in the beg inning s 
of Tex as, his g randfather, a Meth­ 
odist minister, established the first 
Methodist Church in Tex as, known 
as McMahon Chap el. Doak McMahon 
delig hted 
in showing the ancient 
looking p icture of the old building , 
which is held dear in Methodist his­ 
tory . He also treasured p ictures of 
his old p als and would chuckle as 
he showed them to his friends. Doak 
McMahon was just a g ood old scout 
and we will miss him. 
Death came to Mr. McMahon at 
12:50 A. M., Tuesday , May 1, at 
the Stamford Hosp ital. He was 69 
y ears, 6 months, and 24 day s of ag e. 
He was born in Belton, Bell Coun­ 
ty , Tex as, October 7 , 18 7 5. 
In early life he took to “tinker­ 
ing ,’* as he often said, and he sp ent 
five y ears as an ap p rentice in watch­ 
making . He was a firm believer in 
the “ap p renticeship ” for any line of 
work. His first shop set-up was in 
Cisco, where he was for about 14 
months, about 19 00. Then in 19 06, 
he h- ard of the booming y oung town 
of Hamlin and he came here and es­ 
tablished a business that has endur­ 
ed throug h all the chang es of the 
y ears. 
In 19 11, Mr. McMahon was mar­ 
ried to Miss Ruby Jarrell in Roby , 
and most of the time since then she 
was his constant stand-by in his bus­ 
iness. To think of Doak was to think 
of Ruby . They went hand-in-hand to 
the end. In his immediate family , 
only one brother surv iv es, John P. 
McMahon of Collierville, Tenn. Other 
surviving relativ es are nieces and 
nep hews: Mrs. Joe Tharp , the for­ 
mer Vera McMahon, of San Ang elo;

Captain Dean receiv ed the Dis­ 
tin gu ished Fly in g Cross for su ccess­ 
fu lly bombin g the v ital oil refin eries 
at Blechhammer, German y , last No­ 
v ember, althou gh his aircraft was 
badly damaged. 
As Capt. Dean started the bomb 
ru n , his aircraft was sev erely dam­ 
aged by en emy an ti-aircraft fire, bu t 
in spite of the critical con dition of 
his aircraft, he wen t on to su ccess­ 
fu lly bomb the objectiv e. As he ral­ 
lied from the target, he was u n able 
to stay with his formation , so fell 
behin d. A short while later, still ov er 
en emy territory , Capt. Dean ’s air­ 
craft su dden ly lost all its power. Re­ 
main in g at the con trols of his plan e, 
he allowed ev ery man to leav e the 
ship an d then followed. 
Twelv e hou rs after he had lan ded 
in en emy territory , he had con tacted 
all his men an d was on his way to 
a safe retu rn to frien dly territory . 
The Oak Leaf Clu ster to the DFC 
is for a mission made last Febru ary , 
when Capt. Dean led his Liberator 
formation -throu gh in ten se an ti-air­ 
craft fire to su ccessfu lly bomb the 
v i t a l l y importan t commu n ication s 
target a t Vien n a, Au stria, in spite 
of the con dition of bu s badly damag­ 
ed aircraft. 
He holds the Air Medal with two 
Oak Leaf Clu sters, an d is au thorized 
to 
w e a r the Distin gu ished Un it 
Badge with on e Oak Leaf Clu ster 
as a member of a heav y bombard­ 
men t gou p which has been cited by 
the War Departmen t for “ou tstan d­ 
in g performan ce of du ty in armed 
con flict with the en emy .” 
He was gradu ated from Hamlin 
High School in 19 41, an d atten ded 
Tex as Tech u n til en terin g the serv ­ 
ice in May , 19 42. After completin g 
a pilot train in g cou rse as an av ia­ 
tion cadet, he receiv ed his win gs an d 
commission in Febru ary , 19 44.

MARRIAGE— THE GREATEST HUMAN CONTRACT 


Each home is established by a contract of marriage which may 
be defined as an agreement by which a man and a woman consent 
to live together as husband and wife. Entrance into such an agree­ 
ment is p urely voluntary in our time and country . In other ages, 
and even now in other p laces this is not the case. Those who enter 
into a contract of marriage must accep t the resp onsibilities which 
the relationship involves. When these resp onsibilities are p rop erly 
discharged, the p rivileges of marriages may rightly be ex p ected. 


If marriage were merely a civil contract, it would still be 
more imp ortant than any other agreement which human beings can 
make with each other. The Christian must remember that marriage 
is much more than a civil contract. God ordained the home in the 
very beginning of time. Jesus ex p lains this. “The Pharisee also 
came unto him, temp ting him, and say ing unto him, Is it lawful for 
a man to p ut away his wife for every cause? And he answered and 
said unto them, Have y e not read, that he which made them at the 
beginning made them male and female, and said, “For this cause 
shall a man leave father and mother, and shall cleave to his wife: 
and they twain shall be one flesh? Wherefore they are no more 
twain, but one flesh. What therefore God hath joined together, let 
not man p ut asunder.” (Matt. 19 :3-6) 
Over and above any thing 
to which the man and woman may agree between themselves, and 
in addition to what the state may require or allow relative to mar­ 
riage, God has p rescribed certain things that are binding on both 
husband and wife. Those who enter marriage are duty bound to 
accep t these God-given p rescrip tions. 


Marriage, then, in its scrip tural sense, is a p erm anent union 
of two p ersonalities under God’s laws and before man. This union 
is entered for the remainder of the natural lives of those taking 
the marriage vows. (Matt. 19 :6) Any deviation from this divinely - 
ordained p lan must be the excep tion and not the rule. In Christian 
marriage, there is a comp lete fusion of the hop es, p ossessions, and 
cares of both the man and the woman. “I” must be subordinated 
to “we.” Even father and mother are to take a secondary p osition. 
Husbands and wives are required to p ut each other first in their 
affections and concern. The comp lete oneness that should p revail 
in the Christian home has been beautifully ex p ressed in these words: 


Two minds with but a single thought, 
Two hearts that beat as -one. 


Since marriage is a lifelong contract, moral and civil, it 
should be entered only after mature consideration. The lightness 
with which so many in our time sp eak their marriage vows is truly 
amazing. No intelligent p erson would enter a business contract or 
invest a sum of money without careful study . A man considering 
the p urchase of a business, farm, or other p rop erty of value gen­ 
erally makes diligent inquiry concerning this p rosp ective transac­ 
tion before he finally signs the agreement. He seeks the best ad­ 
vice and gives much meditation to the entire p rop osition. Certainly 
marriage deserves the care which is almost universally given to 
ordinary , short-term business agreements. Those y oung p eop le •who 
marry after a courtship long enough to really get acquainted have 
an infinitely better chance of success. The old p roverb, “Marry in 
haste ard rep ent at leisure,” grap hically describes the tragic con­ 
sequences that so often follow hasty marriages. 


There is a very foolish notion in the minds of many to the 
effect that hap p iness in miarriage is a gift rather than an achieve­ 
ment. This illusion has been created largely by the modern novels, 
magazines, and moving p ictures, which leave the imp ression that 
some hidden instinct called “romantic love” will take the p lace of 
care in selecting a mate. Even the p reachers have help ed to main­ 
tain this cruel decep tion. The idea is that when y ou meet “the 
right one” y ou instantly know it in some my sterious way . Hap p i­ 
ness “ever afterward” is sup p osed to come without effort or sacri­ 
fice. That this is false has been p roved by the thousands who have 
p lunged into marriage on this basis to find it a bed of thorns in­ 
stead of roses. 


The truth is that marriage calls for love, forbearance, faith, 
and constant coop eration between husband and wife. The hap p y 
home is a p roduct of two imp ortant things: (1) careful selection 
of a suitable mate; (2) that unrelenting effort through which ac­ 
comp lishment in any field is achieved. 


Neither p arty to a marriage has the right to withdraw at 
will. Jesus say s ex p ressly : “But I say unto y ou, that whosoever 
shall p ut away his wife, saving for the cause of fornification, 
causeth her to commit adultery : 
a.nd whosoever shall marry her that 
is divoced committeth adultery .” (Matt. 5:32) This holds true even 
if the one withdrawing has no intention of either getting a legal 
divorce or entering a second marriage. Therefore, one who walks 
from under the marriage obligation, ex cep t in case of fornification, 
commits two sins: (1) breaking the sacred vows of the marriage 
contract, and (2) exp osing the one left to temp tation, and there­ 
by runs the risk of becoming jointly resp onsible for immorality on 
the p art of the p erson left if that p erson y ields to the temp tation. 
Of course this does not necessarily hap p en; but when it does, the 
one leaving without scrip tural grounds must accep t joint resp onsi­ 
bility . 
Marriage is a p ermanent relationship which can not be 
abandoned at will. Fathers and mothers, where are y our sons and 
daughters learning about marriage? From cheap magazines, trashy 
modern novels and salacious movies, or from the word of God 
p rop erly taught both at home and at church? If y ou would save 
their hap p iness here and now and their souls hereafter, bring them 
to worship ; don’t send them! The p roblem of broken homes is 
among the greatest facing our nation. There is but one remedy 
afnd that is the teaching and obedience to the word of God.
